Wage-Hour Administration 


Pursuant to Reorganization Plan 
No. 6 of 1950, the Secretary of Labor 
has directed that the Wage and Hour 
Administrator shall continue to ad- 
minister the Fair Labor Standards 
Act and that all wage-hour rules, regu- 
lations, orders or interpretations pres- 
ently issued shall remain in force. 


Reorganization Plan No. 6 trans- 
ferred to the Secretary of Labor all 
of the functions of the Administrator 
of the Wage and Hours and Public 
Contracts Division, effective May 23. 
On the following day, the Secretary 
issued a general order to the Depart- 
ment and released a public notice an- 
nouncing the order. 

Pertinent portions of the Secretary's 
public notice are quoted: 

“Pursuant to the provisions of Reor- 
ganization Plan No. 6 of 1950, the Sec- 
retary of Labor has, through the is- 
suance of a General Order, provided 
that effective May 24, 1950, all func- 
tions heretofore performed b or un- 
der the direction and control of the

Department Status for FSA 
Proposed Again by President 


Creation of a department whose 
head would be in the Cabinet—to 
constitute what is now the Federal 
Security Agency—was proposed by 
President Truman on May 31 in Re- 
organization Plan No. 27 of 1950. 
The Food and Drug Administration 
would be incorporated, under the pro- 
posal, into the new “Department of 
Health, Education and Security.” 

This plan is the second in which 
the President has proposed depart- 
ment status for the Federal Security 
Agency. In 1949, Congress rejected 
a reorganization plan aimed at creat- 
ing a “Department of Welfare.” The 
new plan, he told Congress, is de- 
signed to meet the major objections 
to the 1949 proposal. 

The Food and Drug Administration 
is not mentioned directly in Reorgani- 
zation Plan No. 27, but would be 
covered into the new department in a 
general transfer of “constituent agen- 
cies” of the FSA. The FDA thus 
would be undisturbed, except that it 
would be further subordinate to the 
over-all head of the agency of which 
it is a part. 

Reorganization Plan No. 27 will be 
effective after 60 days unless dis- 
approved by a constitutional majority 
of either the Senate or House (49 
Senators or 218 Representatives).

Stocks of Dry Beans and Peas 


Stocks of dry beans on May 1, 
1950 totaled 13.3 million bags, the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics re- 
ports. Of this total, less than 1,000,- 
000 (uncleaned basis) were still on 
farms, while 12,400,000 bags (cleaned 
basis) were in commercial storage. 
Dry pea stocks were reported at 1,- 
691,000 bags in commercial storage 


and 195,000 bags on farms on May 1. 


Stocks of pea beans and Great 
Northerns amounted to over 3,000,000 
bags each, and account for half the 
total beans of all classes in commercial 
storage. Pintos in commercial stor- 
age totaled 2,000,000 bags, followed 
in order by red kidneys at 1,200,000 
bags and 1,000,000 bags of baby lima 
beans.

Wego and Hour Administrator, in- 
cluding the exercise of powers under 
section 9 of the Fair Labor Standards 
Act of 1938, as amended, are assigned 
to the Administrator and he and his 
duly authorized representatives are 
authorized to continue to rform 
them, subject to the — irection 
and control of the retary. The 
issuance of rulings and interpreta- 
tions by the Administrator shall be 
on the advice of the Solicitor of Labor 
with respect to the Act and the Regu- 
lations thereunder. In his General 
Order the Secretary has provided that 
the function of preparing and submit- 
ting to the Congress the annual report 
of the Wage and Hour Division and 
the bringing of legal proceedings un- 
der the Act are reserved as functions 
of the Secretary of Labor. The order 
stipulates that: 

Except to the extent that they may 
be inconsistent with the provisions of 
this order, all rules, regulations, orders 
or interpretations heretofore issued by 
or by virtue of authority vested in 
the Administrator of the Wage and 
Hour Division pursuant to the Fair 
Labor Standards Act of 1938, as 
amended, are hereby continued in full 
force and effect until amended, modi- 
fied, or rescinded by the Secretary of 

bor or the Administrator pursuant 
to the provisions of this order.’ Pre- 
vious delegations of mg Ay the 
Secretary with respect to child 
labor provisions of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act of 1938, as amended, 
are continued in effect.”

1950 Canners Di 
Mailed This Week to 


Mailings of the 1950 Canners Di- 
rectory were started this week to 
members of the Association,.and to 
others who had placed advance or- 
ders for copies, Complimentary copies 
are being sent also to the state, regional 
and commodity association secretaries 
and to certain of the personnel of the 
can companies who had given as- 
sistance in compilation of the data. 
Special orders for members of the 
Canning Machinery & Supplies Asso- 
ciation also were filled in the first 
mailings. 

This year’s Directory totals 248 
pages, compared with 232 in the 1949 
edition. The increase is accounted 
for by a gain in the number of ad- 
vertising pages, which rose from 58% 
in 1949 to 74 in the 1950 issue, 

The Directory carries its usual de- 
partments: Lists of canners, giving 
headquarters address, plants and lo- 
cations and products packed in each; 
an over-all commodity index; listings 
of the membership of the Canning 
Machinery & Supplies Association and 
the National Food Brokers Associa- 
tion; officers, directors, committees and 
staff of the N. C. A.; and officers and 
business addresses of the state, re- 
gional and commodity canners asso- 
ciations. 

Work on the compilation and prep- 
aration of the publication has been 
continuous in the Information Divi- 
sion since the latter part of February, 
when the first data forms were sent 
out. The program was given a pri- 
ority in an effort to bring the publi- 
ention out as early in the calendar 
year as possible. With distribution 
under way on June 2, a record for 
early publication was established, the 
earliest previous issue date having 
been that of June 14, 1924. *

New Wage-Hour Record-Keeping Requirements Effective June 19 


The Wage and Hour Division on May 20 published revised regulations pre- 
scribing the record-keeping requirements for all employers subject to the Fair 
Labor Standards Act. These new requirements go into effect on June 19. For 
the most part, the revision constitutes mere formal and editorial changes in 
the existing regulations, but some new provisions are included to bring the 
record-keeping regulations into line with the statutory changes effected by the 
Fair Labor Standards Amendments of 1949. 


As before, all employers subject to 
the Act must keep the following basic 
records for each covered employee: 

1. Name 

2. Home address 

8. Date of birth (if under 19) 

4. Occupation 

5. Time of day and day in week 
when workweek begins 

6. Regular hourly rate of pay and 
basis on which wages are paid (such 
as hourly, daily, or weekly) 

7. Hours worked each work day and 
total hours worked each week 

8. Total daily or weekly straight- 
time earnings 

9. Total overtime pay in excess of 
straight-time pay 

10. Total additions to or deductions 
from wages for each pay period. 

11. Total wages each pay period. 

12. Date of payment in each pay 
period covered. In addition, employ- 
ers must now keep for each employee 
a record of the amount and nature 
of each payment that may be ex- 
cluded from his regular rate pursuant 
to the 1949 Amendments (see INFor- 
MATION Letrer of December 31, 1949, 
page 373). 

Every employer subject to the Act 
must post notices pertaining to the 
application of the Act in conspicuous 
places in every establishment where 
covered employees are employed. 

Every employer must also preserve for 
at least three years all payroll records 
and such certificates, agreements, 
plans and notices as are required by 
the Act. In addition, employers must 
keep for at least two years such sup- 
plementary records as the basic em- 
ployment and earnings records of in- 
dividual employees, wage rate tables, 
work-time schedules, order, shipping, 
and billing records, and records of 
additions to or deductions from wages 
paid, when these materials are used 
in computing an employee’s weekly 
earnings. 

With respect to employees employed 
pursuant to the partial overtime pay 
exemption for 14 weeks provided in 
Section 7(b) (3) of the Act, employ- 


ers must maintain and preserve, in 
addition to the records required of 
all employers subject to the Act, rec- 
ords indicating the beginning and 
ending of each workweek during 
which the establishment operates un- 
der the exemption. Notice of the 
workweek chosen must also be promi- 
nently posted beside the pay window 
when employees are paid for such 
workweeks. Employers availing them- 
selves of the 14-week total overtime 
pay exemption under Section 7(c) of 
the Act must maintain corresponding 
records and post the corresponding 
notices to employees. Special rec- 
ords are required for employees ex- 
empt under Section 13 (a) (1) as ex- 
ecutive, administrative, professional, 
local retailing or outside salesmen em- 
ployees (see INFORMATION LetTeR of 
December 31, 1949, page 372). 

Completely new record-keeping re- 
quirements are prescribed for employ- 
ees paid overtime under one of the 
three exceptions to the regular rate 
principle: 

(1) payment of overtime under a 
Belo-type guaranteed wage plan; 

(2) payment of overtime on the 
rate applicable to the type of work 
done during overtime hours; and 


(3) payment of overtime on a basic 
established rate (see INFORMATION

Notice is given in the Federal Reg- 
ister of May 27 that the Production 
and Marketing Administration, USDA, 
is considering the revision of United 
States standards for grades of canned 
applesauce. This would be the third 
revision. The proposed revision is pub- 
lished in that issue. 


Grades for Blueberries 


Notice is given in the Federal Regis- 
ter of May 25 that the Production and 
Marketing Administration, USDA, is 
considering the issuance of United 
States standards for blueberries for 
processing. The proposed standards 
are published in that issue. 
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
